Reason 

A. The invention set forth in the following claims in 
this application could easily have been made, prior to 
the filing of the patent application , by a person with 
ordinary skill in the art to which the invention 
pertains , on the basis of inventions which were 
described in distributed publications or made available 
to the public through electric telecommunication lines 
in Japan or elsewhere prior to the filing of the patent 
application, and cannot be patented under Article 2 9 , 
Paragraph 2 of the Patent Law.

With regard to Claim 1 

Referred to cited references 1-4 

Cited references 1 and 2 show detecting the 
difference in timing between a changing point of a 
received signal and a timing at which the signal is to 
be received, and determining that a faulty 
synchronization has occurred when the timing difference 
exceeds a predetermined value (see Figs. 1 and 3 of 
cited reference 1, [0032] to [0033] of cited reference 
2 and others) . 

It is a matter of routine for a person with 
ordinary skill in the art to estimate the position of 
the next changing point of a received signal according 
to an average value of the positions of changing points 
of the received signal for the purpose of tracking 
changes in the received signal (see cited references 3, 
4 and others, if necessary) . 
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Therefore, a person with ordinary skill in the art 
could have easily arrived at the invention of claim 1 
of the present application by determining faulty, 
synchronization according to an average value of the 
positions of changing points in the inventions of the 
cited references 1 and 2 . 



With regard to Claims 2 and 3 : 
Referred to cited references 1-4 

A person with ordinary skill in the art can execute an 
averaging operation according to the formula al+ ( (a2- 
al) + (a3-al) + • • • + (an-al) ) /n instead of the formula 
(al+a2+ • • • +an) /n , as occasion required. 

With regard to claim 4 

Referred to cited references 5 and 6 

Cited reference 5 shows determining that a frequency 
change has occurred when a pulse width of a received signal 
is less than a predetermined value. 

Determining the pulse width by counting an interval 
between rising and falling edges is not considered to be 
inventive. (See cited reference 6 and others, if necessary, 
as examples of determining the pulse width by counting the 
interval between the two edges . ) 

With regard to claim 5 

Referred to cited references 1 to 6 

The Examiner considers that a person with ordinary skill 
in the art can include a request for retransmission upon a 
synchronization error, as occasion required.
